THE CHAPTER EXECUTIVE

have been prepared and signed by the Treasurer; shall sign the 
minutes immediately upon their confirmation. Our President will 
represent the London Chapter at any formal meetings with other 
societies and especially, will be responsible for ensuring liaison 
with the rest of the Ontario Archaeological Society. In the latte1 
capacity, this person will be expected to travel tb Toronto once 


or twice a year. 
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Vice-President: This person shall perform the duties of the F'resident in 


the event of the latter's absence, or upon his request. 


This" back-up executive position could also irvolve the 


important responsibility of organizing Chapter activities - 


be they participation in archaeological field work, trips 


to points of interest, or purely social functions. 


Secretary-Treasurer: 


This person shall conduct all correspondence; shall 
issue all notices of General and Executive Committee 
meetings and any other matters which may arise; shall 
be responsible for the custody of the records of the 
Society. They shall record all proceedings; shall 
prepare and read the minutes, and having signed them 
shall present them after confirmation tc the President 
for signature. And they shall receive all moneys; 
issue and sign cheques for payment of authorized expendi- 
tures and present these cheques to the Fresident for 
signature; shall report at the request cf the President 
the state of the finances; and shall submit books and 


vouchers for audit when so instructed. 


In order to provide continuity in the years to come, the Chapter might 
consider the establishment of a fourth executive committee position next year - 
that of Past President. The executive committee will be expected to meet 
monthly and will be responsible for appointing such committee heads as are 
deemed necessary. Finally, those of you who have read the Revised Constitution 


of the Ontario Archaeological Society will find the above descriptions somewhat 


familiar!
